Previous Chairman 

It is a matter of great interest to 
us to know, in Jooking back on the 
past history of the school, that from 
the year 1873 to 1876 your Excel- 
jJency’s distinguished uncle, Mr. 
Cecil Clementi Smith, ao he then 
was, acted as Chairman of the Schoo] 
Committee and he served on that 
Commiittee from 1871 to 1878. 
Since those times the school has 
grown with the Colony and there are 
now 265 boys on our books, of whom 


110 sire domiciled as boardera , in,

Although the school was originally 
founded in 1860 it was then solely 
one for Chinese girls, and It was 
not until 1869 that its ecope was én- 
larged and it become the Diocesan 
School and Orphanage, an institution 
for the education of children of both 
goxos.of Europoan, Chinese, and 
Burssian parentage.

Mr. Featherstone has been ably 
supported by a loyal and energetic 
Staff, which hag no doubt made hia 
work eaaler than it mgiht have been, 
and I should like to include a word of 
appreciation to them for all they 
have done, 

The Hon, Dr. R. H. Kotewall, Mr. 
Chau Yue-teng and Mr. J. M. Wong, 
all of them old boys, and Mr. Wong 
Kam-fouk have recently joined the 
School Committee, and we extend to 
them a hearty weleome. They are 
the firat Chinese gentlemen to serve 
on the Committee und with the large 
number of Chinese boys we have 
now in the school, we feel their ad- 
vice will be of great value to us in 
some of the problems that arise. 


It is perhaps worthy of note, to 
show the fine spirit prevailing in the 
school, that ft is not our custom to 
give prizes. Our ‘boys work for 
work's sake, and the fine record of 
the school, I feel, tells its own tale 
in this respect, and, furthermore, {8 
an evidence of the great value of 
the Diocesan Boys' School in the 
educational work of the Colony. 


HE. THE GOVERNOR 

H.E. the Governor then addreased 
the gathering as follow. 

Mr. Chairman, Mr. Head master, 
ladies and gentlemen.—This is an 
auspicious day in the history of the 
Diocesan Boys’ School and Orphan- 
age. We are met to commemorate 
the sixtieth anniversary of ite 
foundation. The school has, how- 
ever, a longer record even than that, 
for it was in 1860 that the Diocesan 
Native Female Training School was 
erected at the corner of Bonham 
Road and Eastern Street in Hong 
Kong island with funds collected by 
Mrs. Smith wife of the first 
Bishop of Victoria. The educational 
progress made in the Colony since 
then is well illustrated by the fact 
that this Training School was soon 
in a precarious financial position, 
because there was not in those days 
a sufficient demand for Western edu- 
cation of Chinese girls, In Janu- 
ary, 1869, the situation, of the schoo!

Prof. Eddington's will possibly

‘ ous criticism. The growth of the 


solar system and the external 
world is laid before us as it might 
be conceived by a modern scien- 
tist to have developed. This is a 
very careful and masterly slate- 
ment worthy of close study by 
every thoughtful reader, Finally 
life appears and we come to man. 
He is gifted with those sense 
organs by which everything that 
is known of the material world 
must be sensed. The external 
world is inferred from these 
stimuli transmitted along the 
nerves. What we cal] matter then 
or the external world has been 
reduced to a shadowy symbolism 
as unlike the old materialism as 
thought ia unlike the black let- 
tera by means of which it might 
be expressed. There is one thing 
on which Prof. Eddington insists, 
and indeed his whole theories de- 
pend on it. “Clearly,” he says, 
“there is one kind of knowledge 
“which cannot pass through such 
“channels lrnowledge of the intrinsie 
“nature of that which lica at the far 
“end of the line of communication.” 
(Italics ours}. "We have given 
this quotation because. it seems 
so. important, and if Prof. 
Eddington believes it in this form 
we think he should have rested 
on it there. But this is just what 
he is unwilling to do. /“The 
“chairs and tables around us 
“which broadcast to us incessant- 
“ly those- signals which affect our 
“sight and touch cannot in ‘their 
‘nature be like unto the signals

The ricsha 
puller is far 
more familiar 
with kicks 
and carses than he is with sym- 
pathy, but at last, we are grate- 
ful to learn, he has found a soft- 
hearted champion in Shanghai. 
“Humane,” in a letter to the 
“North China Daily News,” 
claims that the degradation of 
the ricsha puller is the degrada- 
tion of China. There are ric- 
shas in Japan, he adds, but there 
is a dignity about the Japanese 
puller which causes one almost 
(but only almost) to forget that 
he is a human beast of burden. 
Their rieshus are in fine, clean 
condition, ‘their physigue is good, 
clothing neat, ample and clean, 
and their fares are higher—in 
fact in Japan the ricsha is 4 
luxury which the average 
foreigner cannot afford whilst 
hired cars are available Man- 
driven handcarts are used in 
Kurope and America, but there 
they are what the term implies, 
carts easily pulled and controlled 
by hand. The handeart in 
Shanghai, grossly overloaded as 
it usually is, and with its six or 
seven straining and perspiring 
cooties, is, not only a menace to 
life and dimb on the streets, but 
an inhuman form of cruelty to 
the pullers themselves. The 
average ricsha user considers 
the riesha a necessity and yet 
in Java and Sumatra_the ricsha 
prohibited by Government 
lepishition.

Let us change our 
attitude to these 
poor beasts of burden certainly, 
but let it be a proper change. 
Let us legislate at the next rate- 
payers’ mecting for the complete 
abolition of ricshas, wheelbar- 
rows and handcarts (used as 
freight vehicles) within the next 
five years. That is ample time 
for the pullers’ gradual absorp- 
tion inte more fitting occupa- 
tions. Reorganization of bus and 
tram scrvices will soon overcome 
the “loss” of rieshas and our 
streets will be cleared of three 
of their most serious menaces, 
vizi—the controlled handeart 
and wheclharrow, and the ignor- 
ant ricsha puller.

It is too early to 
Money predict whether 
Chrnging local] conditions 
will improve now 
that the Colony's exchange is 
put on a silver basis. Opinion on 
this subject is greatly divided. A 
Chinese merchant writing to the 
Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce thought that the in- 
ternecine troubles in China were 
mainly responsible for the depres- 
sion and he did not think that by: 
putling Hong Kong on a silver 
basis trade conditions would im- 
prove. There are likely to be 
others who share his opinions. It 
is reported, however, that the 
money-exchange shops have been 
doing splendid trade the last 
week. A silver dollar is given 
out by them as equivalent to 
1G ten-cent pieces, but the same 
dollar — is apparently worth 
only 90 to 96 cents when tender- 
ed in payment for purchases. 
This practice, to say the least, is 
most undesirable. All money- 
exchange shops are licensed, and 
it would he no difficult matter 
for the Police to compel them to 
exhibit a signboard in a promin- 
ent place showing the daily ex- 
change rate.

The Shanghai 
Municipal Council 
enforced such a 
regulation several 
years ago. All exchange shops 
there displayed a signboard (in 
England and Chinese) reading: 
“To-day’s dollar 100 cents” or 
whatever the exchange might be. 
It is only in this way that the 
public can be protected from un- 
warranted manipulations. At 
the present moment the exchange 
shops here pay out what they 
please. There does not appear to 
be any contro! over them. One 
shop may offer 85 cents for a 
silver dollar and another shop 
may give 95 cents. The fluctua- 
tion probably depends on the per- 
son doing the business. If he ap- 
pears to be uw newcomer, he may 
eet as little as 80 cents for his 
dollar.

Yor travelling to the scene of 
action, It is towed behind the prin- 
vipal engine, or any other vehicle, 
or tt may be hauled by hand, and, 
on arrival can be immediately put 
to work augmenting the output. 
When, later, the fire has been sub- 
dued, the majority of the brigade 
van return to the station leaving 
one or two of their members, with 
the trailer 10 make sure that the 
ruins—which must always be re- 
xarded as potential fuel—do not 
again burst into flame, negativing 
all the work hitherto accomplished. 

When a safe perlod has elapsed, 
the fire engine--or, indeed any 
available vehicle—can ‘be sent out to 
retrieve both men and appliances 
that have been left on guard. 

A trailer pump of the type re- 
ferred to, is made by the British 
firm of Dennis Bros., Ltd., of Guild- 
ford, who are ‘known, the world 
over, as fire engine manufacturers 
par excellence, 

The Dennis Trailer Pump is being 
used as an auxiliary to their fleet of 
larger engines by many of the prin- 
cipal fire brigades overseas as well

FAMOUS FIRM 


Diamond Jubilee 
Celebrated 


Of the many events which pass 
unnoticed in the (motoring world 
there fa one which is not yet too late 
to recall—the Diamond Jubilee of 
the Humber concern. For it is now 
over 60 years since old Tom Hum- 
ber, a Nottingham mechanic, made 
his first bicycle. Can any other 
company show & 
tinuous manufacture for so long 4 
period ?, 

Tom Humber's firat bicycle was 
far removed from the cycles of to- 
day. It was a bone-shaker in real 


earnest, and was known AB A 
“Dandy-Horac.” This machine, 
which took two months to build, 
had iron tyres on wooden wheels! 
It was, however, the fore-runner of 
the “ordinary” cycle, nick-named 
the ‘Penny-l'arthing” on account 
of its huge front wheel and tiny 
rear wheel. 

In discussing Humbers’ Diamond 
Jubilee, it is singularly apt that 
reference should be made to the 
first Diamond frame cycle—the 
cycle of to-day-—invented and built 
by Tom Humber. This very 
machine, which the manufacturer 
himae)f rode until his death, is now 
in the Castle Museum, Nottingham, 
where it ia shown as an object of | 
exceptional interest and a perman- 
ent relic of early bicycle conatruc- 
tion. 

Thriving years followed the fn. 
troduction of the “Safety” cycle, 
and in 1890 we find the catalogue 
of “Humber & Co., Ltd.” (with a 
London depot), detailing a large | 
range of models. Several of these 
were equipped with “anti-vibrators” 
to the front forks, Examination of 
the mechanical details of these de- 
vices shows that they were no less 
than spring forks—to disappear, 
later, from the pedal cycle, but to 
be standardised throughout the 
world on motor cycles. The prices 
of the machines, incidentally, were 
in the neighbourhood of £20; allow- 
ing for the cost vf living in the

engines and, later, complete aero- 
planes, 

Since 1918 the history of the con- | 
cern is known to most motorists, if 
only by the excellent cars, motor- 
cycles and cycles giving service in 
all parts of the world, ,,The 1929 
range of cars, consisting as it does 
of 9 h.p. four-cylinder, and 16 and 
20 h.p. six-cylinders, is in keeping 
with the company’s reputation. A 
proof of the increasing popularity 
of these cars is found in the fact 
that a few weeks after Easter saw 
a production which was a record in 
the history of the company. 

Sixty years ago Tom Humber 
built bone-shakers in a Nottingham 
shed; to-day, the works of Humber, 
Ltd., in Coventry, cover upwards of 
24 apres of ground, The Diamond 
Jubilee has come and gone, leaving 
behind it a record of which any 
manufacturer might well be proud.

After observing traffic conditions 
on the modern main road one is 
often tempted to ask this question: 
How would the average present day 
car driver describe the function of 
the gear-box? In nine cases out of 
ten the answer would probably be: 
“In order to get the car up hills 
which are too steep for top gear.” 
t ia because 89 many motorista as- 
aociate gear changing solely with 
hill climbing that they fail to take 
advantage of the indirect ratios. on 
the level road. They do not per- 
ceive that the reai function of the 
gear box is to enable them at any 
moment to get a jargely increased 
power from their engine, and what 
is more, they do not realise that 
acceleration js just as potent a fac- 
tor of safety as the most powerfl 


four wheel braking system. 
Time and time again one sees an 


opening in the traffic present itsel! }. 


to a driver who timidly “treads on 
the gaa,” keeps his car in top gear 
and reaches the opening just in 
time to find it shut by an oncoming 
vehicle. Had he slipped into third 
or second gear fie could have safely 
cleared the obstruction. As it 1s, 
by hanging on to top and not using 
his gears he has brought ‘the con- 
trol of his car down to the very 
minimum, It will decelerate all 
right, but its acceleration is dis- 
tinctly limited. 

A point that cannot be too often 
stressed, for it defeats a fallacy 
that hundreds of thousands of 
motorists believe is that high 
revolutions never hurt an en- 
gine as long as it is given a load 
to pull. Yet often enough the 
driver who races hin engine in 
neutral, 0 as to “warm it up a bit” 
is the last man in the world to use 
his lower gears. He does his en- 
gine infinitely more harm by allow- 
ing it to pull down to the last few 
futile revolutions before giving it 
relief, But this aspect of the mats’ 
ter is trivial (for it is his own affair 
entirely), compared to the fact that 
the motorist who will hang on to 
top is a disturber of traffic and a 
menace to other road users. 

It will, of course, be understood 
that this is not referring to the 
driver of the super sporta car, who 
is always in a superior position as 
regards other vehicles, but eassen- 
tially to the man at the wheel of 
the general utility vehic he 


lmotorist who rushes inté top”gear 


can be assured that he is doiig that 
which is utterly futile. He will not 
harm the gear box by using it, for 
good design and impeccable 
material have made it almost wear- 
proof and quite fool-proof. He 
should learn how to slip his gears 
in quietly which is only a knack 
and can be acquired after a few 
minutes’ practice. Above all it 
should be borne in mind that to get 
past another car quickly is to get 
past it safely.

LUBRICATION 


The New Triumph 
Models 


As un entirely new syatem of 
lubrication is employed in the new 
Triumph "C” models, a few words 
on this subject will not be out of 

* peason. 

When starting up & new engine 
ft should be seen that the oil de- 
livery tap is open. As soon a8 the 
ongine is started, the oil indicator 
plunger on the timing caso should 
automatically raise ttadlf to show 
that the ofl is belng delivered under 
pressure to the big end bearing, at 
the samo time priming the scaven- 

-ger pump, The engine should bo 
pllowed. to run slowly for soveras 
. minutes until suficiont ofl has col- 
lected in’ the crankense collecting 
-ghamber: for the return pump. to 
“scuvonge. ‘The machino js ready 
for running ‘on the road as #000 
ag ofl Jn being roturned to the tanks, 


as shown by oil flowing from the 
‘return pipe just inside the oil tank 
, filler device. The filler cap should 
be removed for this purpose. The 
oil regulator on the timing cover is 
“get in the most suitable position be- 
‘fore the machine leaves the works 
and should not be altered unless 
absolutely necessary. A fairly safe 
test as to whether the engine is 
getting sufficient of] is to throttle 
down and allow the engine to run 
slowly for a few seconds, and then 
to open the throftle wide, when the 
exhaust should show a trail of thin 
blue smoke. 

Occasional reference to the oiling 
of the engine should be made when 
the machine is in motion, by feel- 
ing the indicator. spindle to verify 
the oil Lead. 

The oil recommended for the 
model €.0. engine is Gargoyle 
Mobilol) D. in summer and T.T. in 
winter, and for the models C.N., 
and C.8.D., Gargoyle .Mobiloll B. in 
summer and T.T. in winter. In 
each cape Mobliioll C. for the gears 
box.’ Tho winter recommendation 
should. be followed. when froezing 
temperatures may be expected. 

Oll in the main. supply tank 


should be roploniehed as required. 
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MADE IN BRITAIN 


12,000 Miles For 15s. 6d. 
in Repairs 


A very good example of the last- 
ing workmanship reliability 
put into the making of British 
cars was reported a litle time agu 
by the owner of a 15.9 hp. Arrol- 
Johnsion He bought the car 
avcond-hand after it had rap theu- 
sands of miles, and then proceeded 
tu du some extensive travelling. 

During the past three years the 
car has done about 4,000 miles, 
and Jast year it did 12,000 miles for 
an actual cost in repairs of 16s. 
6d! The petrol consumption 
32 m.p.g., and the tyre wear, the 
owner says, is negligible, despite 
the fact that the car has had many 
long runs with six up and luggage. 
He adds that he very rarely has to 
do anything to the car; he has not 
touched the plugs or valves in the 
last sixteen months. He considers 
that this is a marvellous record for 
reliability and good workmanship. 

As owners in the Dominions are 
finding out, British cars if decent- 
ly looked after, outlast the makes of 
any other country—and after all, 
reliability is 80 per cent. of the joy 
of motoring.

Acceptance in Other 
Countries 


Mr. Alfred Reeves, Generel 
Manager of National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce of the US., 
believes that the foreign market, in 
which the U.S. manufacturers have 
been highly interested for a num- 
ber of years, is producing wonder- 
ful results and that sales to other 
countries, which for the current 
year are estimated to exceed 
1,000,000 U.S. cars, will present an- 
other achievement in the history of 
the American automobile industry. 
In addition all this may be con- 
sidered as an indication of what 
can be done in the future by auto- 
mobile manufacturers. 

The situation here and abroad, 
Mr. Reeves said, is comparable with 
that in the U.S. nine years ago. 
The number of cars registered in 
other countries exceeds 7,250,000 
compared with 7,566,000 which 
were registered in the U.S. as of 
January 1, 1920. Export Bales dug 
ing the present year will exceed 
11,000,000 cara of U.S. design. Be- 
sides this manufacturers of other 
countries will do considerable busi- 
ness. Our exports during the first 
three months were one-fifth of the 
total production. The fact is that, 
jaside from sales of American de- 
‘signed cars there js additional pro- 
j duction abroad, which brings the 
‘total foreign absorption to about 
1,750,000 cars a year. This is 4 
very favourable trend. As this 
tendency continually increases, the 
prospects for the American car in 
foreign countries for the coming 
years seem to be most promising.

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PAINT FOR CARS 


Might Cost Its Weight 
in Gold 


When calculating the weight of a 
vehicle, the amount of paint used 
would hardly seem ta be a matter 
of much importance. It will pos- 
sible surprise some peuple, however, 
to learn that) on an ordinary motor 
delivery van the paint alone weighs 
from 26 to 30 lbs., or sometimes 
mare. 

The last coat, in fact, like the 
proverbial Jast straw, while It will 
not break the cHassis’ back, may 
“break” the man who buys it by 
involving him in a heavy addition 
to the annual tax on the vehicle. 

In the same way the gauge of the 
timbering and the iron work used 
on the body has ty be most care- 
fully considered with a view to the 
tax. 
The importance of this matter 
was strikingly demonstrated a short 
while ago, at the Luton works of 
Commer Cars, Ltd, where a tilt 
van body of exceptionally large 
dimensions was to be seen mounted 
on a 30-cwt. chassis.

A CONQUEST 


The Nankou Pass 
Traversed 


Like Alexander, an explorer com- | 


plained recently that there were 
no more worlds to conquer. The 
Morris-Commercial Six Wheeler, 
however, does not appear to suffer 
from this handicap, 


After fts triumphal defeat of the 
Kalahari Desert, the “worst desert 
in Africa,” this remarkable ma- 
chine has now tackled the moun- 
tainous desolation of Northern 
China, and has once again 
demonstrated its ability to 
overcome “the seemingly impossible 
and vain.” 

The Nunkou Pass forms the sole 
vutiet from China into Mongolia. 
The Chinese believe that a road 
exists over the mountains at this 
point. If the rock-strewn bed of a 
mountain torrent. over which no 
motor-vehicle had hitherto ever 
passed without being unladen and 
propelled by human power can be 
described as a road, then the Chi- 
nese are correct in their belief. 
The tireless coolic, the broad- 
footed Bactrian camel, and the 
sturdy mule-drawn native carts are 
the sole usens of this “highway.” 

In April a Morris-Commercial 
Six Wheeled lorry, with ten pas- 
sengers and a load of over 3,000 
lbs., set out fram Peking to attempt 
the climb to the Pass. By fitting 
single tyres in place of double, the 
track was reduced to little more than 
that of the ordinary cart track of 4 
ft. The wisdom of this plan bore 
its fruit on the Pass, for in many 
places there was only just room to 
squeezé through. The foot of the 
climb was reached in three hours. 
At the end of another three hours 
the Morris-Commercial lorry within 
the shadow of the Great Wall of 
China andthe Nankou Pass was 
conquered.

1 must mention two names: they 
are Mr. George Piercy, and the Rey. 
W. T. Featherstone. Mr. George 
Piercy, during the long service of 
forty years, laboured hard and suc- 
ceaafully for the School; and Mr. 
Featherstone, during the last ten 
yeara of difficulties and disappoint- 
ments, has added lustre to the re- 
cord of the School, and has achiev- 
ed marked improvements and de- 
velopments in all directions. 
Looking Ahead 

With such results to show, it is 
a matter for general regret that the 
Schoo! is now in financial difficul- 
thes. It finds itself in this position 
not through its own fault but 
through circumetances over which 
it has had no control. When the 
existing new building was planned, 
the School principally relied upon 
selling its old site on Bonham Road; 
and indeed the latter had actually 
been sold before building opera- 
tions on the new aite were begun. 
Unfortunately, owing to the strike 
and boycott of 1925, the transac- 
tion was not completed through the 
failure of the buyer, with the un- 
happy consequence that the Schoo) 
has had to resort toa loan of 
$175,000, upon which it has to pay, 
interest which it cannot afford. 

l have heard it remarked by some 
people that the school authority 
was too ambitious in its present 
scheme. Those who know the 
Schoo] differ from this view because 
they know that it must look ahead, 
The Kowloon Peninsula is rapidly 
developing, and I am sure that in 
ten years’ time what is now con- 
sidered by some to he too big 4 
building will be found to be in- 
adequate for its requirements. 
think that Mr. Featherstone is prin- 
cipally responsible for placing the 
School on its present scale. If he 
had erred in this respect, he erred 
with that great educationalist, 
Sanderson of Oundle, who said that 
“schools must be equipped 
spaciously, and they must have a 
spacious ataff.” The reiteration of 
the word spacious shows the great 
importance Sanderson attached to 
taking a long view in planning for 
a school-building. i 

“Your Good Deeds” 

I have also heard a complaint 
that the School has shown dis- 
crimination against Chinese stu- 
dents in the matter of fees. If in 
the past some differentiation has 
been made in the matter, I as- 
sume that it must have been due 
to the fact that many poor or- 
phans had to be educated, hous- 
ed, fed and clothed at the expense 
of the School. and that the School 
had to charge a slightly higher 
fee to those who ‘could afford it,

Says It Is Absurd 
ACCUSED DISCHARGED 


Mythical Adventures Told To The 
Court 


That there was more in the 
case than met the eye and prob- 
ably arivalry in the salt trade, 
waa the comment passed by Mr. 
T. S. Whyte-Smith at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday when he dis- 
missed the case against Mak Po, 
Leung Sze-wan, and Lee Wai-yan, 
who weve charged with the rob- 
bery of 700 piculs of salt from a 
salt junk near Macao on Decem- 
ber 8, 1927. 

Worked for the Pirates 

A foki of the ill-fated junk, on 
oath, described in Court an inter- 
esting narrative of how he had 
to work for the pirates for seven 
montha at Ko Lan, at the rear of 
Macao Island, chopping firewood 
and carrying stones, and at inter- 
vals was forced to cook for them. 

Witness then told the Magis- 
trate of the fate of Li Kwal, hia 
friend, and how he was beaten 
land struck by the pirates because 
he was lacy, and, three. days lat- 
er ho died. 

Asked by Detective Sub-Inspec- 
tor A. J. W. Dorling, for the pro- 
secution, how he got away from 
Ko Lan, witness replied that Can- 
tonese soldiers came in a gunboat, 
landed, and fired at the village 
pirates, of whom the third defen- 
dant was “Kai fone” (or head); 
who ran up the hillside, as the 
island, according to witness, was 
“very big.” 

There were also two or three 
hundred people being chased. 

Eighty Persons Captured 

Continuing, witness said the sol- 
diers captured 80 people, inelud- 
ing himself, and took them all to 
Nam Sui, near Macao, on the 
border line. 

In reply to a question by Sub- 
Inspector Doping, witness indicat- 
ed that the soldiers did not take 
his master’s junk because it had 
sunk, owing to a leakage, and 
partly due to neglect, although 
witness claimed that he had to 
bail out water each day once, 80 
as to keep the junk afloat. 

Continuing the narrative wit- 
ness said the soldiers took him 
and the 80 others from Nam Sui 
to Canton, where the Chuchow 
people's official obtained railway 
tickets for them and they embark- 
ed on a train arriving in Hong 
Kong on June 21, 1928. 

However, he did not report the 
matter to the Water Police tilt one 
week later, as he was feeling fll. 

Pirate Spotted 

Witness returned to Cheung 
Chan the day after he returned, 
and {t was there and then, on the 
island, outside a grocery shop, 
that he saw Mak Po—first defen- 
dant, and arrested him with the 
help of a friend or two. 

But at this occurrence, complica- 
tions set in. Mak Po was ettack- 
ed by witness and two others, who 
had intent to rob Mak Po, and he 
reported it to the -Cheung Chau 
Police Station, where witness was 
charged with highway robhery. 
To “turn the tables,” witness 
charged Mak Po with piracy. 

At the Water Police Station, 
witness - continued, he identified’ 
the second and third defendants 
at the usual parade. . 

The Defence 

Mr. H. Lo, for the defence, aub- 
mitted to his Worship that what 
the witness had seid waa an “ab- 
solute lie,” as the master, who 
was presént in Court, contradict- 
ed most of the evidence of wit 
ness in regard to his not seeing: . 
the master, whom, he alleged, was 
cook on ,the.same salt junk! 

The arrest of Mak Po was also 
a lie, and he (Mr. Lo) would
